Plaque Honors Jedediah Smith 


Dedication and unveiling cere. 
monies will be held at ll a. m. 
November 12 for a plaque in hon. 
or of Jedediah Smith, first Amer. 
ican trapper to explore what is 
now the Sacramento area in the 
late 1820's, announced Dr. F. 
Blair \iayne, executive dean af 

nentea State College 

plaque will be placed on a 
bou id » be set up near the 
intersection of Jedediah Smith 
road and the parking lot entrance 
by the campus bookstore 

Dr. Joseph A. McGowan, SSC 
associate professor of geography, 
explained that Smith was the 
first American to come over into 
what was then Mexican Califor- 
nia 

Subsequently ordered to leave 
the State, the “bible toter” 


gathered some 1,500 pounds of 
beaver skins and attempted to 
cross the Sierra-Nevadas 
the American River, then called 
the “Wild” River by Smith. 

Among Smith's contributions 
to posterity as listed by McGow- 
an was his opening of the over- 
land trail from Salt Lake down 
the Colorado River to San Gab- 
riet. 

He was also the first man to 
travel the entire lengtin of Cali- 
fornia and the first to cross the 
Sierra-Nevada Mountains. 

McGowan announced that the 
SSC library has cecently acquir- 
ed two new books on the life and 
journeys of Smith one with 
maps and stories of Smith’s ex- 
periences, by Whea' and Morgan,

and the other a biography of the 
trapper Dale 
Morgen. For those students who 
may be interested in further in- 
formation on Smith’s personal ex- 
periences, the California state fi- 
brary has his diary.

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Revision Recommended 


Student Council, in action Monday afternoon, passed a 
by-law allowing spouses of married Associated Students 
card holders half price admission to athletic events. Wheth- 
er such a measure should or should not have been adopted 
by Council is a question for debate. There are points on each 
side. 

Some students are of the opinion that granting married 
students this privilege is unfair because SSC students’ dates 
must pay the full adnission price. Others feel that this 
measure will benefit the ASSSC and all members of it by 
encouraging more married students te attend the games 
with their husbands or wives. This increase in attendance, 
say the proponents, will benefit the ASSSC both financially 
and spiritually. 

At this week's Council meeting there was little discus- 
sion on whether or not this measure should be passed. Most 
of the discussion was on whether it should be passed as a 
policy measure for this year only or as a by-law to be bind- 
ing in future vears. 

After several minutes discussion, during which it was 
pointed out that if the action proved to be unwise it could 
be easily changed, if a policy measure, the group decided to 
make it a by-law and passed it unanimously. 

Article XII, section 1 of the constitution states that 
“such by-laws as are necessary to the Association and the 
class governments shall be initiated and are subject to the 
two-thirds approval of the Student Council.” 

It would seem that a more rigid regulation regarding 
changing of or adding to ASSSC by-laws would better carry 
out the intent of the constitution. At present a constitutional 
revision committee is working under the direction of Chief 
Justice Tom Willoughby. This is a matter for their consider- 
ation. 

It is obvious that the by-laws should be more easily 
changed than the constitution, but it should not be too easy. 
Perhaps a stipulation requiring announcement of proposal 
te add to or change by-laws one Council meeting previous to 


voting on such proposal could be added to Article XII. This 
would prevent any hasty action on by-laws and permit repre- 
sentatives to consult constituents before a final vote. Items 
which require immediate action could be passed as a policy 
measure, effective for the term of the present council, They 
could later be voted a by-law if student feeling so indicatd.

Claims Misrepresentation 
Editor of The Hornet: 

J was greatly disappointed to 
see the gross musrepresentation 
you gave to my posiuen in last 
week's paper, 1 was disappoint- 


ed first of ali, to see that in a 
case where your paper had ‘a 
certain piece of teyisiation it 
wished enacted, and it was I 
who Was responsible for its de- 
feat, you struck back at me in 
wholly unrelated areas rather 


than on the issues embodied in 
that specific legislation 

1 was disappointed, secondly, 
to see that in doing so, you did 


not have the consideration to 
strike back at me atone, but 
that you were willing to hurt 


other people and groups in the 
process. I am thinking primarily 
of the band. 

When you quoted me on the 
attitude of the band, you quoted 
me out of context, and neglected 
to bring out the point that 1 was 


making. 
1 was, in fact, speaking on be- 
nalf of the band rather than 


against them as you made it ap- 
pear. I was pointing out that 
while the members of the band 
are interested in classical music 
and concerts, and are not in- 
terested in marching and playing 
at football games, they neverthe- 
less do march and play at foot- 
ball games at the expense of 
their other interests, (it was at 
this point that I was quoted) and 
thereby perform a service to the 
school. 

Thus it was my suggestion that 
members of the band be hired 
to play for functions as 
a means of compensation (tor 
their efforts. You can see that 
my position was quite the op-

posite of what your quotation 
made it seem. 
I suggest that this type of 


misrepresentation on your part 
is a very bad policy since it 
will severely hamper the func- 
tioning of the Student Council 
by discouraging the members 
from presenting their views for 
fear of such adverse publicity.

Defends Cowacil 
Editor of The Hornet: 

In an article by Norm Kemp- 
ster and an editorial presumably 
by vou in the October 28 issue 
of The Hornet, you and the 
aforementioned member of your 
staff have conveyed the impres- 
sion that the Student Council 
has been acting inconsistently in 
similar situations. 

This is not true. You try to 
compare the deputuzing of Jim 
Condon to sign drama requisi- 
tions in the field of fine arts 
with the proposal to depurize 
Karen Ray to sign publications 
requisitions in the field of pub- 
lications. These are not similar 
situations, 

The fine arts field is a highly 
diversified field with separate 
budget allocations tor its various 
components, and the coordinator 
of fine arts needs someone fo 
assist him in handling some part 
of the more routine duties of his 
office 

Jim Condon, therefore, has 
been deputized to sign requisi- 
tions for one distinct part of the 
fine arts field. 

The publications field, while it 
has separate allocations for The 
Hornet, Statesman, and SSCribe, 
has asked for one deputy to sign 
requisitions for all three publica- 
tions whenever the coordinator 
of publications is not available. 
If the situations were to be sim- 
ilar, the proposal should have 
been to appoint separate deputies 
to sign requisitions for each sep- 
arate publications, and therefore 
remove this responsibility from 
the coordinator.

Van Gogh. Picasso, Roualt and 
other famous artists are featured 
in the current exhibit of art 
productions in the little gallery 
of the fine building. The 
show, an educational as well 
cultural exhibit, illustrates vari- 
ous schools of painting studied in 
art appreciation, history and hu- 
manities classes 

Van Gogh's wierdly alive paint- 
ings take a prominent position, 
perhaps because his vivid color 
combinations immediately arrest

the eye The mad, whirling 
lights that star the skies of his 
landscapes and his strange, 


writhing trees show the world in 
a frenzy as it appeared to Van 
Gogh's deranged mind 

A Seurat painting illustrates 
the method of the pointilist school 
with tiny dots of color laid side 
by side to create shapes and 
forms in the picture, 

Roualt's stained glass window 
effect is portrayed in his Head 
of a Young Boy 

Several! studies by Picasso are 
included in the exhibit: one a 
composition in a green mood and 
another a wistful portrait of a 
lady in blue tones. The Violin is 
a typical Picasso piece with the 
distorted instrument appearing in 
a well composed arrangement of 
canvas areas 

A watercolor by the late John 
Marin draws your eves deep into 
the picture, leading your gaze 
smoothly through the picture 
areas without allowing it to es- 
cape the limits of the composi- 
tion 

A misty sea scape by Monet, 
Mondriaan's symmetrically pre- 
cise composition Modigliani's 
long necked lady and paintings 
by Braque, Derain, Dufy Sou- 
tine, Cezanne and others are also 
included in the show 

An added attraction outside 
the gallery is the showcase on 
linoleum and wood block prints 
Actualiv an art course in minia- 
ture, the showcase exhibit in- 
cludes examples of prints as weil 
as descriptions of techniques and 
tools used, with a little bit of 
historical background thrown in 
It is an interestingly arranged

John Giaever’s official account 
of the Norwegian-British-Swed- 
ish antarctic expedition appears 
in The White Desert, recent Sac- 
ramento State College library 
addition. 

Photographs and maps add to 
the account of the two year ex. 
pedition in the Queen Matd land 
Fistablishing their main camp on 
a floating ice shelf, Captain Gia- 
ever, with his 14 companions 
journey inland by dog sied and 
snow tractor to survey and study 
unexplored glaciers and moun- 
tains of the interior. 

Living and working was car- 
ried on in wooden houses half 
buried In the snow. Meteorologi- 


cal masts had to be climbed in 
blizzard storms to read weather 
inatruments. 


This was the first large scale 
international expedition ever or- 
ganized in the antarctic.

This rather remarkable piece 
of sculpture was begun last se- 
mester hy Boothby in Ernest 
Volibrecht’s introductory sculp- 
ture class. The reason Boothby 
efers to her as the fat woman 
is prohably in view of the fact 
that she weighs a trifling 300 
pounds 

She is made up of a conglamo- 
ration of sand, cement and ver- 
muculite of the type used in in- 
sulating homes. This material 
was mixed in a dishpan, by hand, 
and took three days work to 
complete. The form used was a 
cardboard carton with a wooden 
frame on the outside. Weight of 
the ingredients was close to 600 
pounds but Boothby in forming 
her lopped off half of it 


The woman of rock has long 
hair reaching down to the mid- 
dle of her back and pulled back 
from her face. One arm rests 
on her upraised leg, and the 
other arm on the leg tucked be- 
neath her. 

Her hands and fingers are 
cleariy defined, but on her left 
hand a finger is missing Also 
missing are both feet. 

She has what you could call 
an interesting face. It features 
a lovely short nose, and a well- 
shaped mouth that is closed and 
unsmiling, Her eyes appear to 
be closed as though she had just 
dozed oft. 

Boothby, who is doing student 
teaching at Sacramento high 
school, is a senior student and an 
art major at Sacramento State 
College. He refers to his scubp- 


ture, rather unchivalrously, as 
the “fat woman of stone” or 
“the rock.” 


Various students of art have 
been heard commenting on the 
rock. Some of the comments 
were “terrific,” “remarkable,” and 
“good piece of art.” In answer 
to the question of what he thought 
of her, Bob Winters, SSC gar- 
dener said. “Well, I wouldn't 
take her dancing.’

Dean Announces 
New Grade System 


A new system of grade point 
evaluation to be in etfect at Sac- 


ramento State College for this 
semester was announced = fhis 
week by Dr. Donald W_ Bailey, 


Abolishing the oki system of 
assgning three points to. the 
grade of A, SSC and San Jose 
State College will adopt the new 
system this semester of assigning 
four points to the grade of A. 

Successive evaluations will be 
three points for each B, two for 
C. one for D, and none for F. 
SSC and San Jose are the only 
two state colleges who are mak- 
ing the change this semester. 

The remainder will inaugurate 
the new system at the beginning 
of the next academic vear. The 
University of California has not 
conclusively agreed to its adop- 
tion, but the supposition is that 
they will change in the near fu- 
ture 

The effect of the new grade 
point system will be felt in the 
distinction in grade point aver- 
ages between D and F grades 
Under the former three point 
system there was no distinction 
between the two grades because 
both D and F received no credit 
Under the four point system 
grades can still be evaluated by 
using IBM methods but will al- 
jow a more accurate representa- 
tron, 

Bailey explained that prior to 
general acceptance of IBM per- 
sonnel accounting in colleges, a 
three point system was used 
which assigned no credit to D 
grades and a minus one point 
for F grades. 

Due to the fact that IBM will 
not subtract, their use obviated 
# method of placing both D and 
F grades on equal par with no 
credit. 

The new system will not neces- 
sitate a re-evaluation of previous 
grades attained by upper divi- 
sion students and graduates. 

A notation will be made on 
transcript records to the effect 
that grades have been evaluated 
on a three point system up to and 
including the spring semester of 
1955. After ihat, a four point 


svstem will have been used.
